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IMPROVED  CHINESE  TOBACCO  BUSINESS 

A  tendencj"  to  reduce  taxes  on  tobacco  manufacture  and  sales  in 
various  parts  of  China  is  aiding-  that'  industry,  according  to  a  cable  of 
October  14  from  Paul  0.   Nyhus,  American  agricultural  commissioner  in  the 
Orient.     Business  in  North  China  is  considerably  reduced,  but  is  probably 
better  than  prospects  of  last  spring  indicated,  although  the  dealers'  tax 
is  now  uniformly  30  per  cent  ad  valorem  as  against  20  per  cent  last  winter. 
In  Manchuria,  'where  there  is  order,  business  .continues  to  increase.  Busi- 
ness is  probably  most  adversely  affected  in  Shantung  Province,  under  a  tax 
of  36  per  cent,  where  another  increase  was  announced  for  October  14.  An 
important  British  cigarette  factory  at  Tientsin  has  been  reopened  coincident 
with  the  repeal  of  the  6-1/2  per  cent  factory  tax,  imposed  last  summer.  The 
Tsingtao  factory  of  the  same  company,  however,  remains  closed,  with  that  tax 
still  effective  in  Shantung.     The  trade  reports  the  repeal  of  the  50  per  cent 
Nanking  government  tax,  ana  that  the  tobacco  business  of  South  China  is  being 
conducted  under  the  usual  rate. , of...  about  20  per  cent.     Both  of  the  British 
ciagrette  factories  in  Shanghai  are  reported  as  operating.    The  available  1927 
crop  of  native  flue  cured  Virginia  leaf  is  about  15,000,000  pounds  against 
9,000,000  last  year  and  about  70,000,000  in  1920. 

CURRENT  MARKET  CONDITIONS  - 

German  hog  prices  declined  again  at  Berlin  during  the  week  ended 
October  11  under  pressure-  of  continued  heavy  supplies.  •  Lard  at  Hamburg, 
however,  averaged  higher  than  any  of  the  past  4  weeks.     See  page  581* 

The  British  bacon  market  strengthened  slightly  during  the  week 
ended  October  11,  Danish  Wilt-shires  averaging  22  cents  higher.  Canadian 
quotations  were  steady  at  the  preceding  week!s  level.     See  page  581, 

The  British  barley  market  was  favorable  for  practically  all  des- 
criptions during  the  week  ended  October  13.     Best  grades  are  reported  as 
scarce,  while  quotations  on  medium  grades  were  quiet,  with  feeding  barley 
easier.     California  barley  was  firm  but  dull,-  while  Chilean  advanced  owing 
to  good  general  demand  for  the  new  crop.     Australian  quotations  were  very 
firm,  since  recent  rains  there  v/ere  disappointing  and  all  feed  stuffs  are 
very  closely  held.     The  weather  has  favored  the  completion  of  threshing  in 
North  Africa  and  Asia  Minor,  with  fair  quantities  moving  to  mafcket.  United 
Kingdom  port  stocks  as  of  October  13  were  2,681,000  bushels  against 
1,939,000  bushels  a  month  ago.  ■ 

The  Bradford  wool  top  market  continues  firm,  according  to  a  cable- 
gram received  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  from  Consul  Thompson.  There 
is  little  new  business,  although  some  slight  improvement  is  noted  in  the 
output  of  fine  yarn. 
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BREAD  GRAINS 

Wheat  -production  : 

The  total  wheat  crop  in  the  United  States  is  now  estimated  at 
066, 53^,000  bushels.    During  the  week  revisions  have  been  received  from  several 
European  countries,  "but  for  the  continent  as  a  whole,  the  outlook  remains  un- 
changed.    The  new  estimate  of  production  in  Morocco  is  "below  the  previous  esti- 
mate.    Total  production  in  the  33  countries  reporting  to  date  is  estimated  at 
3,023,959,000  bushels  as  compared  with  2,530,229,000  bushels  in  the  same- 
countries  last  year. 

Canadian  wheat  .conditi ons 

The  quality  of  the  wheat  crop  in  Canada  is  estimated  by  the  Canadian 
Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics  to  be  97  per  cent  of  the  average  for  the  past  ten 
years.     The  storms  during  September  delayed  threshing  and  affected  the  grade 
of  the  grain.    During  the  na.st  week  rains  have  been  general  over  the  Prairie 
Provinces.   

Russia- n  grain  procurements 

Russian  'wheat  procurements  amounted  to  227,000  short  tons  or  28,000,000 
bushels  for  the  period  July  1  to  October  1  as  compared  with  915,000  short  .tens 
or  31,000,000  bushels  in  1926,  according  to  Acting  Agricultural  Commissioner 
L.  V.  Steere  at  Berlin.    Rye  procurings  amounted  to  397,000  short  tons  or 
1^,000,000  bushels  as  compared  with  353,000  short  tons  or  12,b00,000  bushels 
in  1926.     Oilseeds  showed  the.  greatest  percentage  increase  being  320,000  short 
tons  as  compared  with  1^3,000  short  tons  in  1926.     Total  Russian  grain  pro-, 
curing  for  the  period  July  1  to  October  1  amounted  to  3,015,000  short  tons  as 
compared  with  2,79^,000  short  tons  for  the  same  period  last  year.  Procurings 
for  the  month  of  September  were  1, 761+,  000  short- tons  against  1, 709,000  in  1926. 
The  increase  is  noted  chiefly  in  the  collections'  in  the  Ukraine  where  procur- 
ings amounted  to  305,000  short  tons  as  compared  with  58.4,000  short  tons  in 
1926.     Collections  in  North  Caucasus  were  386,000  short  tons  as  compared  with 
562,000  short  tons  in  1926,  the  Volga  region  15^,000  short  tons  as  compared 
with  209,000  short  tons  in  19.26  and  in  the  Central  Agriculture  regions  2^3,000 
short  ions  as  compared  with  167,000  short  tons  in  1926,    procurings  in  the 
Ukraine  have  greatly  exceeded  plans  and  the  outlook  for  October  is  favorable 
but  after  this  month  the  outlook  is  uncertain  as  the  shortage  of  industrial 
goods  will  tend  to  influence  procurings.     The  condition  of  the  fall  sown  cereals 
shows  little  improvement  at  the ■ end  of  September  as  a  result  of  the  continued 
drought  in  the  Trans-Volga,  Middle  Volga,  and  North  Caucasus  regions.  Condi- 
tions have  improved  in  the  ilestern  Middle;  Volga  and  in  the  Central  Fertile 
region  with  the  exception  of  the  province  of  Tula  whore  the  drought  continues. 
All  of  these  regions  are  predominately  winter  rye  except  Forth  Caucasus  which 
is  an  important  winter  wheat  region.    Rains  have  delayed  the  harvesting  of  the 
spring  crops  in  Siberia.

During  the  week- 'ending  October  7  the  general  average  of  cafih.  wheat 
prices  declined  s Lightly- as.  compared'  with  the  week  previous  due  to  a  drop  in 
spring  wheat  prices.    As  indicated  in  the  table  of  cash  prices  given  below 
the  weighted  average  price  of  all  grades  and  classes  at  the  five  leading  mar- 
kets declined  1  cent  from  $1.31  to  $1. 30.  This  general  decline  was  due  to  a( 
drop  of  3  cents  in  No.  1  dark  northern  spring  and  1  cent  in  No.  2  amber  aurum. 
On  the  other  hand  winter  wheats  strengthened  in  price  during  the  week  for  No, 
2  bard  winter  advanced  1  cent  and  No.  2  red  winter  6  cents.     Since  October  11 
cash  prices  have  weakened  slightly  with  somewhat  the  same  relation  between 
winter  and  spring  wheat  as  shown  the  week  before  the  7th.     The  spread  between 
the  cash  closing  prices  at  Winnipeg  and  Minneapolis  narrowed  during  the  week 
until  the  prices  were  exactly  the  same  at  ^1.42  for  the  wc,.k  ending  October  7*

Since  the  week  ending  October  7  wheat  futures  have  continued  fairly 
steady  but  have  declined  slightly  at  all  the  important  markets.  Contributing 
factors  to  these  conditions  were  the  somewhat  increased  official  October  1 
estimate  of  the  spring  wheat  crop,  weakness  on  the  Winnipeg  market  and  the 
continued  heavy  movement  of  spring  wheat  in  the  northwest.     On  October  11 
as  compared  to  the  week  before,  December  futures  had  declined  approximately  1  . 
cent  on  the  American  markets-and  j/s  of  a  cent  at  Winnipeg  bu:t  had  advanced 
3/4  of  a  cent  at  Liverpool,    May  futures  showed  about  the  same  relative 
change  from  the  week  before  as  did  the  December  futures. 

Ry^  production 

Revisions  of  estimates  on  rye  production  received  during  the  week  have 
been  snail  and-have  not  changed  the  outlook  materially.    A  rc-oort  from  the 
Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics  on  the  Quality  of  the  crop  states  that  the  crop 
is  101  per  cent  of  the  average  for  the  past  ten  years,  "production  in  the  22" 
countries  reporting  to  da't'e  is  373.^55,000  bushels  as  compared  with  7o3  114  000 
bushels  in  1926. 
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OATS 

The  1927  oats  crop  for  the  28  northern  hemisphere  countries  so  far  re-  . 
ported  is  estimated  at' 3, ^U,  67b, 000  bushels  which  is  slightly  more  than  the 
3,396,203,000  bushels  for  the  same  countries  last  year.     Weather  conditions 
in  the  United  States  have  been  favorable  for  the  ripening  of  oats  and  the  esti- 
mate of  production  has  been  raised  to  1,205,639,000  bushels  from  the  earlier 
estimate  of  1,191,396,000  bushels.    Many  of  the  European  countries  have  revised 
their  earlier  figures  downward  a  little  and  for  the  23  countries  so  far  re- 
ported the  production  is  now  estimated  at  nearly  1,638,000,000  bushels  which 
is  3*6  per  cent  below  that  of  1926.    Although  Algeria  has  revised  its  July 
estimate  downward  considerably,  the  North  African  production  is  still  well  , 
above  that  of  last  year.     The  Canadian  crop  has  also  been  turning  out  well  in 
spite  of  seme  rust  damage. 

Exports  of  oats  from  the  United  States  since  July  1  have  been  more  than 
2,600,000  bushels,  compared  with  about  2,000,000  for  the  same  period  last  year. 
The  export  of  135,000  bushels  for  the  week  ending  October  8  was  one  of  the 
heaviest  exports  of  the  present  season. 

During  the  twelve  months  ending  August,  1927,  the  Canadian  shipments  of 
oats  were  very  light,  amounting  to  only  about  5,300,000  bushels  compared  with 
29,500,000  the  previous  year. 

BARLEY 

The  barley  situation  has  not  changed  materially  since  it  was  reported  in 
considerable  detail  last  week.     The  United  States  estimate  for  the  1927  crop 
has  been  increased  a  little.     Various  revisions  have  been  received  from  the 
European  countries,  but  they  do  not  affect  the  total  much,  the  23  countries 
so  far  reported  showing  a  total  of  6U3", 000,000  bushels,  which  is  slightly  less 
than  the  1926  production.     The  North  African  countries  show  a  production  well 
above  that  of  last  year,  while  the  Asiatic  countries  show  a  net  decrease.  The 
production  for  the  whole  northern  hemisphere  so  far  reported  is  about  7  P©r 
cent  greater  than  last  year,  and  the  condition  in  most  countries  is  better  than 
that  pjF  the  other  feed  grains. 

The  English  barley  crop  has  for  the  most  part  been  harvested  in  fair 
to  poor  condition,  according  to  "The  London  Grain,  Seed  and  Oil  Reporter". 
The  quantity  of  really  fine  malting  barley  will  b e  limited,  although  there 
will  be  a  fair  amount  of  good,  useful  malting  qualities. 

The  demand  for  Calif ornian  barley  in  England  remains  firm  but  dull 
according  to  a  cable  recently  received.     The  Chilian  barley  price  in  the  same 
market  has  advanced  owing  to  the  good  demand  for  the  new  crop,  and  the  Austral- 
ian barley  remains  very  firm. 
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Decreased  procurements  of  barley  are  predicted  for  the  Ukraine,  accord- 
ing to  a  signed  article  in  Economic  Life  of  September  23,  1927.     This  is  ex- 
plained by  the  transition  to  winter  wheat  which  is  being  made  by  the  peasants. 
The  small  barley  crop,  resulting  in  a  shortage  of  feeds,  is  expected  to  cause 
smaller  procurements  of  corn,   since  more  of  it  will  be  used  on  the  farms. 

Exports  of  barley  from  the  United  States  for  the  <^eok  ending  October 
8  were  almost  1,300,00.0  bushels,  the  largest  export  of  the  season  with  the_ 
exception  of  the  two  preceding  weeks.     Since  July  1  the  exports  have  been 
averaging  more  than  twice  as  large  as  last  year. 

During  the  twelve  months  ending  August,  1927,  Canadian  shipments  of 
barley  amounted  to  about  37,900,000  bushels  compared  with  35,200,000  bushels 
the  previous  year* 

CORN 

Owing  to  the  unusually  favorable  weather  the  last  part  of  the  season, 
the  estimate  of  the  present  corn  crop  in  the  United  States  has  been  raised  to 
2,603,437,000  bushels  nearly  150,000,000  bushels  more  than  the  September  esti- 
mate.    It  now  so cms  as  though  the  corn  production  will  be  less  than  2  per 
cent  below  that  of  last  year. 

The  corn  crop  in  Europe,  on  the  contrary,  as  far  as  reported  is  more 
than  30  per  cent  below  that  of  last  year.     Unofficial  estimates  for  Italy 
and  Yugoslavia  olace  the  production  at  92,000,000  and  80,000,000  bushels 
respectively,  compared  with  119,000,000  and  134,000,000  last  year.     The  esti- 
mate for. Rumania  places  the  crop  far  below  that  of  last  year,  and  the  Bulgaria 
estimate  for  the  1927  corn  crop  has  been  decreased  to  20,600,000  bushels  from 
the  September  estimate  of  34,600,000  bushels.     For  the  13  northern  hemisphere 
countries  so  far  reporting  the  total  crop  is  3,037,000,000  bushels,  more  than 
7  per  cent  below  last  year's  production. 

The  demand  for  corn  in  Europe-  continues  good,  and  Argentina  exported 
8,800,000  bushels  during  the  week  of  October  8,  Corn  prices  remained  firm, 
the  spread  between  the  3uenes  Aires  corn  price  and  that  of  ITo,  3  yellow  at 
Chicago  for  that  ^cok  varying  from  15  to  more  than  19  conts,  about  the  same 
as  the  week  bofore.  During  the  7/ook  of  October  3  exports  of  corn  from  the 
United  States  also  increased,  amounting  to  150,000  bushel?:,  while  the  price 
remained  fairly  steady. 

The  seeding  of  corn  in  Argentina  is  getting  well  started,  and  it  is 
considered  possible  by  "The  Times  of  Argentina"  that  a  record  area  will  be 
planted  again  this  year.     The  European  market  sjems  a'blO  to  take  a  larger 
suooly  than  was  formerly  considered  possible,  and  tho  local  consumption  is 
steadily  advancing,  since  breeders  find  it  possible  to  fatten  their  hogs  in 
tho  corn  field,  and  thus  avoid  the  cost  of  nicking* 
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RICE 

Rico  production  in  Chosen  in  1927  is  estimated  at  4,164,128,000  pounds 
of  cleaned  rice  according  to  a  cable  from  the  International  Institute  of  Agri- 
culture at  Rome.     This  crop  is  smaller  than  either  the  crop  of  192S  or  1925 
but 'the  acreage  olanted  this  year  is  smaller  than  for  the  past  two  years  being 
estimated  at  3,416,000  acres  compared  with  3,892,000  acres  in  1926  and 
3,885,000  in  1925. 

COTTON 

Area  sown  to  cotton  this  season  in  the  Punjab,  India,  up  to  October  1 
is  estimated  at  2,279,000  acres  compared  with  2,669,000  acres  sown  to  the 
same  date  last  season,  according  to  a  cable  received  from  the  International 
Institute  of  Agriculture  at  Rome.     The  condition  of  the  crop  in  the  Punjab 
is  reported  to  be  94  per  cent  of  normal  while  the  condition  at  the  same  date 
last  year  was  93  per  cent  of  normal.     The  total  area  planted  to  cotton  in  the 
Punjab  last  year  amounted  to .2,799,000  acres  compared  with  24,976,000  acres 
for  all  India. 

Rains  are  xirgently  needed  in  the  Punjab  according  to  cabled  information 
received  by  the  United  Sta.tes  T'roa/t her  Bureau  for  the  week  ended  October  8, 
In  Bombay  there  were  heavy  general  rains -which  damaged  crops  in  some  sections, 
but  in  other  sections  more  rain  is  needed.     Rains  are  also  reported  in  Cen- 
tral Provinces  and  Madras  and  crop  conditions  are  good. 

Cotton  production  in  the  Anglo-Egyiotian  Sudan  for  this  season  is  esti- 
mated at  124,500  bales  of  473  pounds  net  compared  with  130,000  bales  for  last 
year,  according  to  a  cable  received  from  the  International'  Institute  of  Agri- 
culture at  Rome.    Acreage  planted  is  reported  to  be  255,000  acres  compared 
with  216,000  acres  for  last  year.     Of  the  total  production  for  this  season, 
it  is  'estimated  that  115,300  bales  will  be  produced  on  200,000  acres  of  ir- 
rigated land  and  9,200  bales  on  55,000  acres  of  non-irri5gated  land. 

TOBACCO 

Planting  in  the  provinces  of  Habana  and  Pinar  del  Rio,  Cuba,  has  been 
retarded  by  the  drought,,  but  the  recent  rainfalls  have  proved  propitious 
and.  the  hillsides  and  fields  are  now  dotted  .with  the  furrows  for  seedbeds, 
reports  Consul  Edward  Caff cry,  at  Habana,  on. September  17,  19^7.  With 
favorable  weather  it  is.  eicpected  that  transplanting  will  soon  be  in  progress 
states  the  Consul. 
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SUGAR 

The  Cuban  Sugar  Defense  law  to  which  reference  was  made  in  Foreign  Cro 
and  Markets,  September  25,  1927,  p.  422,  was  passed  by  the  Cuban  Legislature 
on  October  3  and  was  signed  by  the  President  the  following  day.     The  law 
remains  in  force  for  the  seasons  1927-28  to  the  1932-33,  inclusive. 

As  previously  stated  the  law  -provides  for  restricting  the  Cuban_  sugar 
crop  to  the  amount  sufficient  to  cover  domestic  and  United  States  require- 
ments and  the  requirements  of  any  other  countries  as  indicated  by  the  world 
sugar  production  consumption  and  carryover.     A  commission  of  five  members 
will  study  the  sugar  situation  and  advise  the  President  with  regard^to"  the 
restriction  of  the  crop.     The  size  of  the  Cuban  crop  for  each  campaign  will 
be  announced  not  later  than  November  30  of  each  year.     The  law  also  provides 
for  a  corporation  to  handle  the  selling  of  the  surplus  production  other  than 
the  amount  exported  to  the  United  States.     It  also  permits  the  President  to 
segregate  not  more  than  168,000  short  tons  (150,000  long  tons)    from  the  ex- 
isting stock  in  Cuba  and  turn  it  over  to  the  exporting  corporation  for  fis- 
posal  as  the  corporation  sees  fit.

EIGHT  MONTHS  SLAUGHTER  IN  GERMANY  IN  1927:     More  swine  and  fewer  of 
other  kinds  of  livestock  were  slaughtered  at  36  most  important  slaughter 
points  during  the  first  8  months  of  1927  than  during  the  same  period  of  1925 
The  number  of  swine  killed  during  this  period  of  1927  was  2,800,000  an  in- 
crease of  30  per  cent  and  34  per  cent  respective^  over  the  corresponding 
periods  of  1925  and  1325.     The  number  of  cattle  and  calves  killed  during 
these  8  months  of  1927  numbered  1,288,000  compared  with  1,342,000  in  1923 
and  1*356,000  in  1925.     The  number  of  sheep  slaughtered  has  decreased  each, 
year  since  1925. 

FRESH  PORK  EXPORTS  FROM  IRISH  FREE  STATE:     Fresh  pork  exports  from 
Irish  Free  State  to  Great  Britain  during  the  first  8  months  of  1927  aggre- 
gated 6,584,000  pounds  compared  with  only  57,000  pounds  in  1925.     Exports  to 
Northern  Ireland  aggregated  10,410,000  pounds  or  about  the  same  as  during 
N  the  same  period  last  year.     The  large  exports  to  Great  Britain  ^ere  undoubt- 
edly stimulated  by  the  British  prohibition  against  the  importation  of  fresh 
meat  from  the  Continent.

PBOSPECTS  FOB  THE  UNION  OF  SOUTH  AFRICAN  WOOL  CLIP  1927:     On  account  of 
the  serious  drought  conditions  in  some  of  the  principal  sheep  shearing  centers 
of  the  midlands  of  the  Cape  Province  there  is  small  possibility  of  the  record 
figures  obtained  in  the  1925-27  season  being  repeated  states  Consul  Cross 
at  Cape  Town,  South  Africa.     It  is  estimated  that  the  1926-27  clip,  sheared 
in  the  last  months  of  1926,  amounted  to  240,000,000  pounds  compared  with 
220,000,000  in  the  previous  season.     It  is  doubtful  if  the  1927-28  clip  will 
exceed  that  of  1925-26  states  the  Consul. 

AUSTRALIAN  WOOL  AUCTIONS:     Competition  at  the  Melbourne  wool  sales  is 
very  strong  and  all  nations  are  buying,  according  to  a  cablegram  from  Consul-- 
u-enera.l  Carrels,    Prices  show  an  upward  tendency.     A  firm  market,  good  clear- 
ances and  keen  competition  were  features  of  the  fourth  series  of  the  wool 
sales  at  Sydney  which  opened  on  October  4,  according  to  a  cablegram  from 
Consul  Law ton*    Japan  and  the  Continent  were  buying  freely.     Prices  of  greasy 
merino  wool  averaged  about  56.3, 


DAIRY  PRODUCTS 


FOREIGN  BUTTER  PRICE'S  PRACTICALLY  W CHANGED:     The  Copenhagen  official 
quotation  on  October  13  was  unchanged  from  the  previous  Thursday  at  the  equi- 
valent of  39.9  cents  a  pound-     London  quotations  likewise  were  unchanged  from 
.the  previous  week  on  practically  all  descriptions.     Vvith  the  price  on  92  score 
in  New  York  having  declined  11/2  cents  to  47.5  the  margin  has  been  narrowed 
to  about  7  1/2  cents  in  favor  of  our  market.     Domestic  prices  are  now  at  practi 
cally  the  same  level  as  a  year  ago  while  foreign  prices  are  now  -well  above  the 
level  of  a  year  ago.  when  European  butter  markets  were  generally  depressed  and 
the  comparative  prices  had  placed  our  market  on  an  import  basis.  Comparatively 
light  supplies  together  with  the  prospect  for  later  arrivals  than  usual  of 
Australian  butter  sn  account  of  the  unfavorable  spring  in  most  of  the  important 
Australian  butter  exporting  states.     For  detailed  comparative  price  statement

FRUIT,     V  EG  1IABLES    A  N  D  NUTS 


THE  BRITISH  APPLE  MARKET:  Prices  paid  for  .American  apples  at  the  Liver- 
pool auction  on  Wednesday,  October  12,  show  little  change  from  those  prevail- 
ing last  week,  according  to  quotations  cabled 
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"by  Mr.  Edwin  Smith,  the  Department's  fruit  specialist  in  Europe.  The  demand 
for  American  fruit  in  the  South  of  England  is  "being  affected  "by  the  supplies 
of  home  grown  apples  which  are  still  plentiful  and  cheap.  American  barreled 
varieties  in  London  are  bringing  from  73  cents  to  $1-22  per  barrel  less  than 
in  Liverpool.  G-lasgow  prices  are  about  the  same  as  those  prevailing  in  Liver- 
pool. Prices  paid  for  American  fruit  in  Copenhagen  are  lower  than  the  Liver- 
pool levels  but  the  market  is  showing  some  strength,  according  to  Mr.  Smith. 

SPANISH  ONION  SHIPMENTS:   Shipments  of  Spanish  onions  to  the  United 
States  from  the  beginning  of  the  season  up  to  October  12,  1927,  amounted  to 
2,235  cases,  145,605  half-cases,  and  411*753  crates,  according  to  a  cable  re- 
ceived in  the  Department  of  Agriculture  from  Consul  Clement  S.  Edwards  at 
Valencia.     These  shipments  are  equivalent  to  491,000  bushels  as  compared  with 
671,000  bushels  during  the  corresponding  period  last  year. 

MEXICAN  WEST  COAST  VEGETABLES:     A  survey  just  completed  by  the  Southern 
Pacific  Railway  of  Mexico  indicates  that  the  acreage  devoted  to  vegetables  on 
the  Mexican  West  Coast  this  season  is  considerably  less  than  last  year,  ac- 
cording to  a  report  from  Vice  Consul  J.  Winsor  Ives  at  Mazatlan.     During  the 
1926-27  season  there  was  a  planted  area  of  59,194  acres  distributed  through- 
out the  thirteen  river  valleys  in  which  the  perishable  industry  is  concentrated, 
while  present  estimates  indicate  that  only  36,000  acres  will  be  planted  during 
the  1927-28  season.     The  cause  of  the  reduction  in  acreage  this  season  may  be 
attributed  to  two  factors,  plant  diseases  and  insect  pests  and  a  lack  of  funds 
to  finance  the  new  season* s  crop» 

WALNUT  PPOSPECTS  IN  ERANCE:     The  1927  walnut  crop  in  the  Department  of 
Isere,  the  most  important  producing  area  in  the  Dauphine,  promises  to  be 
abundant,  according,  to  Consul  Hugh  H*  Watson  at  Lyon.     It  is  generally  esti- 
mated that  of  the  so-called    "Grenoble"  nuts,  which  include  Uayettes,  Eran- 
quettes,  and  Parisiennes,  the  crop  will  amount  to  app roximately  100,000  sacks 
of  110  pounds.     This  yield  would  he  about  15  per  cent  above  a  normal  crop  for 
that  region.     In  the  Bordeaux  section  the  crop  is  expected  to  be  of  normal  quan- 
tity according  to  Consul  Lucien  Memminger. 


IMPORTS  OE  AGRICULTURAL  PRODUCTS  INTO  THE  UNITED  STATES 

United  States  imports  of  agricultural  products,  including  forest  pro- 
ducts, for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1927,  were  valued  at  $2,519,000,000  as 
compared  with  $2,767,000,000  in  1926  a  decrease  of  approximately .9  per  cent. 
With  the  single  exception  of  last  year,  however,  imports  were  larger  than  for 
any  year  since  1920.     In  1927  agricultural  products  made  up  59  per  cent  of 
all  imports  as  against  62  per  cent  in  1926. 
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IMPORTS  OF  AGRICULTURAL  PRODUCTS  INTO  THE  UNITED  STATES,  CONT'D 

.  Of  the  total  agricultural  imports,  15  per  cent  were  crude  rubber, 

16  per  cent  raw  silk,  12  per  cent  coffee,  10  per  cent  sugar,  4  per  cent  hides 
and  skins  and  3  per  cent  v/ool.     The  sharp  decline  in  the  prices  of  crude 
rubber  was  chiefly  responsible  for  the  decrease  in  the  value  of  American 
imports.     The  average  import  price  of  rubber  fell  from  66  cents  a  pound  in 
1926  to  38  cents  per  pound  in  1927,  a  drop  of  28  cents  per  pound.     At  this 
low  price  we  imported  962,000,000  pounds,  a  new  high  rer.ord  and  an  increase 
in  quantity  of  4  per  cent  over  1926  but  the  value  dropped  from  $604,000,000 

a  year  ago  to  $369,000,000  in  1927,  a  decrease  of  39  per  cent. 

Coffee  which  showed  an  increase  in  quantity  decline  in  value  from 
$313,000,000.  in  1926  to  a  little  over  $293,000,000  in  1927,  a  loss  of  more 
than  6  per  cent. 

Both  the  quantity  and  value  of  v/ool  registered  severe  declines,  fall- 
ing from  $125,000,000  last  year  to  $84,000,000  in  1927,  a  drop  of  33  per  cent. 

The  severe  declines  in  rubber,  coffee  and  wool  were  partly  offset  by 
the  gain  in  imports  of  raw  silk,  the  quantity  increasing  from  64,000,000 
pounds  in  1526  to  73,000,000  pounds  in  1927,  a  gain  of  14  per  cent  and  the 
value  from  $401,000,000  a  year  ago  to  $412,000,000.  in  1927  an  increase  of  ap- 
proximately 3  per  cent. 

Better  prices  for  raw  sugar  resulted  in  an  increase  in  value  of  imports  of 

17  per  cent  but  the  quantity  decreased.     The  imports  amounted  to  218,000,000 
pounds  in  1926  as  compared  with  255,000,000  for  the  year  just  closed.  Imports 
of  leaf  tobacco  improved  in  both  quantity  and  value,  advancing  from  $60,000,000 
a  year  ago  to  $77,000,000  in  1927.     Foreign  countries  sent  us  more  hides  and 
skins  this  year  than  last  and  other  groups  showing  some  increase  were  nuts, 
vegetable  oils,  hogs,  fresh  pork,.  ...  butter  and  cheese.     Most  of  the  fresh  and 
dried  fruits,  rice,  wheat  flour  and  eggs  declined. 

SHIPMENTS  OF  AGE! CULTURAL  PRODUCTS  FBOM  NON- CONTIGUOUS 
TERRITORIES  TO  THE  UNITED  STATES 

The  major  portion  of  the  shipments  to  continental  United  States  from 
Alaska  are  lumber  and  livestock.     Canned  pineapples  and  raw  sugar,  valued  at 
$35,403,000  and  $59,306,000  respectively  made  up  96  per  cent  of  all  shipments 
from  Hawaii  while  raw  sugar  with  a  value  of  $54,743,000  , leaf  tobacco  valued 
at  $19,489,000  and  fruits,  mostly  grapefruit  and  pineapples with  a  value  of 
$5,793,000  were  the  most  important  products  received  from  Per  to  Rico,  making 
up  95  per  cent  of  the  total  received  from  that  i-sland. 

Total  agricultural  products  to  the  United  States,  from  Alaska,  in.  1927 
were  valued  at  $592,000;   shipments' from  Hawaii  reached  $99,000,000  and  from 
Porto  Rico  -  ■.  384,000,000,  making  a  total  of  $183,000,000.
